In the meanwhile, the solemn cere- 
mony of presentation was being car- 
ried out inside the palace. The mis- 
tress of the robes, carrying a huge sii- 
ver tray, upon which was lying the 
newly-born royal babe, accompanted 
by King Alfonso and Premler Maura, 
appeared in the antechamber, where 
the courtiers had assembled. 

The young monarch seemed full of joy 
as the Premier, raising the drapery 
which covered the infant on the ailver 
tray, said: “Gentlemen, it is @

He at once struck the man across the 
face with his club, knocking him 
senseless. Keating turned and ran, 
but was brought to a halt by Hart- 
nett’s. threat to shoot if he did not 
stop. 

Hartnett waited until the man, who 
was afterward learned to be Moyer, 
recovered, and then marched both 
men to the patrol box at Wood and 
Madison streets, where he was joined 
by Patrolman Thomas Hennessy, who 
is still connected with the Lake-street 
station. Here Keating made an at- 
tempt to escape, but was recaptured. 
Both men -were then taken to the 
Lake-street station, where Moyer gave 
his name as Fred Baker at first, and 
then said his name was Charlies Moy- 
er. Keating made no further attempt 
to conceal his identity, and made a full 
confession of the crimes enumerated 


above. 
The two men were later held to the 
grand jury in bonds of $5000 h by 


Justice ©. J. White at the Desplaines- 
Street Police Station. January 26, 
1886, the men were sentenced to Joliet, 
Keating for two years and Moyer for 
one year.

Moyer was again arrested on a charge 
of burglary, but what disposition was 
made of the case is not shown.

Lieut. Hartnett today corroborated 
all of the facts given above and ‘said 
that he had been told afterward that 
Moyer had declared that had Hartnett 
been a little slower with his club he 
would have been killed. 

Hartnett said today: “Moyer used 
to amuse himself in saloons by shoot- 
ing pool balls into the pockets with 
his revolver, and he had the general 
reputation at that time of being a bad 
man.”

Fred S. Moyer, brother of the labor

Spectators Jam Five Miles of City 
Streets as Enchanting Cavalcade of 
Color Wends Its Wondrous Way.

five miles of city streets yesterday to 
view the great floral parade.

strike called because impossible de- 
mands made by the Typographical 
Union could not be conceded. There 
has scarcely been a year in all those 
seventeen that a strike of some kind 
has not been attempted. In the .orig- 
inal outbreak, The. Times found itself 
compelled to choose between going out 
of business because the demands of its 
printers were not only unreasonable 
but impossible, or declaring itself in- 
dependent of union-labor dictation and 
finding honest, reasonable men to do 
its work. The latter course was choserf, 
and that course has been held year 
in and year out from that day to this. 

The Debs rebellion of 18984 in- 
volved nearly all the industries of 
the country and was as intense 
in. Los Angeles as elsewhere. The 
example furnished by The Times, 
with its fight for the right to 
manage its business on principles 
just to Hs employés and possible to its 
management under economic laws, was 
not lost upon the people of Los An- 
geles. The paper having had bitter 
experience with striking union print- 
ers and happy experience with honest, 
reasonable workmen, promptly ap- 
pealed to the good sense and patriot- 
ism of this community, and did not ap- 
peal in vain. Steps were taken at once 
to keep the rebellious strikers in 
check, with the result that the strike 
came io an end sooner than in any 
other city. The immediate influences 
that preduced this so desirable result 
were the United States Circuit Court 
under Judge Ross, the First United 
States Infantry under Col. William R. 
Shafter. and The Los Angeles Times. 
daily voicing the cry of danger and de- 
manding the enforcement of law and 
the preservation of popular rights. 
About the worst violence committed 
when the rebellion was ait its 
height was the snatching of The 
Times out of the hands of citizens be- 
cause it was the only paper in the 
city with the courage to stand on the 
side of the government and of law 
and order. 

From that day to this The Times 
bas been the object of vituperative 
abuse and of futile assault on the part 
of the International Typographical! 
Union and of all the unions in Amer- 
ica. Money has been rolled in here 
in barrels-¢ull to “down The Times,” 
and boycotts have been declared a 
hundred times against it and its 
friends.

N ALL-THE-YEAR-ROUND CLI- 
A MATE. 

It is common to bear a visitor who 
spends a winter in Leos Angeles re 
mark: “Yes, this is indeed a most de- 
lightful climate in winter, but if it is 
so exceedingly mild during the winter 
months, how awfully hot it must be in 
summer.” 

This is a common and quite excusa- 
ble error. As we who live here know, 
it is entirely contrary to the facts. 
Los Angeles s an all-the-year-round 
climate—that is to say, within twenty 
miles of the coast. There is no more 
‘comfortable city in the summer than 
'Los Angeles. Even in the interior, 
|where the thermometer ofter runs up 
above the 100 degree mark in summer, 
the heat is felt much leas than a tem- 
perature of 80 degrees on the Atlantic 
coast, while such a thing as a sun- 
stroke is unknown. The reason for 
| this is that ‘the air here is so much 
dryer than in the East that one per- 
spires freely. In other words, the ef- 
fect of temperature on the body—the 
“sensible temperature’ as the scien- 
tists say—depends upon the amount of 
humidity in the atmosphere. Another 
thing that tends to make the summer 
delightful in~ the coast section of 
Southern California is the coldness of 
the nights. In the Bast people toss 
around all night during the heated 
term. Even rich people suffer, while 
poor people endure the torments of the 
damned. With us it Its entirely dif- 
ferent. Within twenty miles of the 
coast a warm night is almost un- 
known. Blankets are always welcome 
before morning. Consequently, even 
when the day has been somewhat hot, 
\@ person awakes in the morning re- 
‘freshed and ready for the labors of 
the day. 

Another feature that tends to make 
the summer climate of Southern Calli- 
fornia delightful is the regular sea 
breeze that sets in at about 11 o’clock 
every morning.

Striking Difference Between San Fran- 

cisco and Los Angeles Shown 

During Parade. 

While striking street car men of San 
Francisco have been rieting and 
breathing out threatenings and slaugh- 
ter until the calling out of the State 
troops is imminent, Los Angeles car- 
men have been living in peace and 


quiet, content with their jobs and loyal 
to their employers.

ingress and transport in Manchuria of 
foreign commodities which have long 
had a large sale, and which are re- 
quired fr the use of the Chinese popu- 
lation; and while such foreign com- 
modities as were permitted to enter 
passed through the Chinese custom- 
house, similar commodities from Japan 
were permitted to enter duty free 
through Dalny and Antung. As the 
Japanese authorities in Manchuria and 
the government at Tokio deny that 
Japanese merchandise has been 
brought into Manchuria free of duty, 
it is, of course, not possible to obtain 
exact information of the extent of this 
evasion; but it is positively known to 
be considerable. To protests made by 
foreigners who felt that this kind of 
competition was illegal and unfair, 
the Japanese authorities at first re- 
plied that the importation of supplies 
through Port Arthur, Daliny, and in 
glove with the Japanese civil and mil- 
itary authorities, are abetted and sup- 
ported by them on every possible oc- 
easion, and in every practical way. It 
is impossible, in any intelligent esti- 
mation of commercial forces at work 
there, to ignore or minimize the rela- 
tions which exist between the Japa- 
nese financial, industrial, and com- 
mercial enterprises, which are fre- 
quently so close as to make them al- 
most identical.—{Thomas F. Millard in

G. Myers died at his home at No. 233 
East Walnut at 3 o'ciock yesierday 
afternoon as the result of a protracted 
attack of acute intestinal indigestion. 

Maj. Myers during his two yeare 
residence in this city, gained a wide 
circle of admiring friends, an! -his loss 
will be deeply felt. A Civil War vet- 
eran, @ former officer in the Loyal Le- 
gion and a man of wealth and refine- 
ment, he held an enviable position 


among men. ‘Strong in his nature, he 


had a keen sense of the reeds of 
mankind. He met every one on the 
basis, if I can help you any, I am 
anxious to do so.” He kept in close 
touch with national events and all 
interests, and was a. 
strength in religious matters, in the 
latter cage being a worker in the Epis- | 
copal creed. 


He was 69 years of age. 

Maj. Myers was weil beloved in Fort. 
Jones, Siskiyou county. where he for- | 
merly lived for ten years. He was 
prominentiy identified during that time. 
with the progressive movement in that | 
section, and was a staunch <«upporter | 
of the Republican party. He had no 
desire to hold political office. prefer- | 
ring to be one of the active workers 
in the field. Among honors conferred 
upon him was his selection as com- | 
mander-in-chief of the Army and Navy) 
Republican League of the State of Cal- 
as first vice-president of the 
State League of Republican Clubs, and | 
was for many years president of the 
Stekiyou County Miners’ Association.

Retired Physician Is Victim While 
Riding Along Street Close to Trol- 
ley Line—Evidently Fails to Hear 
Warning Gong—Fishy Story on the 
Back of a Photograph. 


LONG BEACH. May 10.—Dr. A. R. 
Rhea, a retired physician. residing at 
No. 545 Fast Third street, was struck

Motorman Mayhew sounded the gong 
and applied the air, but was so close 


instant the car struck him and 
dragged him several feet before it 
stopped. 

Willie and Fred Irwin, two neigh- 
bor children. were riding wheels near 
by, and both saw the car and called 
to the doctor to look out: but he failed 
to hear them. 

Dr. Rhea was placed on the car 
which had struck him, and carried 
towntown to the office of Dr. J. W. 
Wood, the Pacific Electric physician. 
where Drs. Wood and Haniman exam- 
ined him. 

The doctors found that Dr. Rhea’s 
‘eft knee and thigh were hroken and 
the left side of his chest badly crushed. 
He also received a severe blow on the 
head, which rendered him uncon- 
scious. | 

Since giving up his practice, Dr. 
Rhea had engaged in the mining busi- 
ness, and was prominent in this city 
and well known to bankers and busi- 
ness men.
